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L.A. riots, 
Greekfest, 
not alike 

Former FOP head 
gives his comments

Geometric hostage? 



Three years ago riots and looting 
raged at Virginia Beach's oceanfront 
during Greekfest. One hundred 
shops and businesses were damaged 
and several were injured. 

Last week, riots, looting and ar- 
son raged across Los Angeles and 
several other U.S. cities. Count- 
less businesses and homes were 
torched, almost 60 were killed and 
about 1,000 were injured. 

Chaos and racial tensions are ob- 
vious similarities between the two 
fiascoes, said former president of 
the Virginia Beach Fraternal Order 
of Police, Lt. Wray S. Boswell. 

But he said there aren't many 
likenesses beyond these. 

"Greekfest was a spontaneous 
situation. I've heard all kinds of 
theories as to why it occurred, but 
it was spontaneous. There was 
nothing to account for it." 

He said the L.A. lootings were 
not spontaneous. 

"Sure (the L.A. riots 

are) of interest to the 

Virginia Beach police 

officers. There is 

discussion. Some 

ask, 'could it have 

occurred here? Could 

that Jury decision 

have been reached 

here?' " 



"There were a lot of legitimately 
angry people in the community" 
over the not-guilty verdict in the 
Rodney King beating, he said. 

Baswell said he thinks the 
majority of L.A.'s lawless, how- 
ever, were not actually the lazy 
ones. 

"There were just opportunists 
taking advantage of the opportunity 
of the riot." 

Boswell said the Virginia Beach 
Police Department is "distressed" 
and "horrified" over the L.A. fiasco, 
but is not relating to Greekfest. 

"Sure (the L.A. riots are) of in- 
terest to Virginia Beach police offi- 
cers. " There is discussion. Some 
ask, 'could it have occurred here? 
Could that jury decision have been 
reached here?" 

He said he personally was not 
surprised by the jury's decision. 

"We've taken many cases to court 
we've thought were airtight that the 
jury (differed on). 

"The (L.A.) jury's message was 
that (illegal brutality) was not 
proven without reasonable doubt. I 
don't see them condoning police 
brutality."

Sandbridge beach stairways 
should be back by end of June 



Cost should be 
under $40,000

The public access stairways at 
Sandbridge that were damaged by 
the fall and winter Northeasters 
should be back in place at least by 
the end of June. 

Ten of the stairways, which are 
being repaired by the city crews, are 
expected to be ready by the middle 
of May. However, 12 sets were 
totally destroyed and have to be re- 



placed, according to City Engineer 
Arthur Shaw, and of these one can- 
not be replaced because of damage 
to the connecting bulkhead. 

In all, the city had 27 stairways 
which led from the lops of the 
bulkheads to the beach. Of these, 
only five escaped damage in the 
storms. 

The staff had originally proposed 
replacing five sets of stairs, spaced 
so that no one would have to walk 
more than one block to gain access 
to the beach. But during the dis- 
cussion of the appropriation of 
$30,000 for contracting out the 
work, City Council indicated that it 



would like to have all of the stair- 
ways replaced this summer. 

Shaw said that he would request 
bids so that a price would be offered 
for the five stairways and another 
for the remaining six. He said that 
he expected that the bids for the five 
would be less than the estimated 
$30,000, and would use the addi- 
tional funds for the other stairways. 

Adding to that would be $10,000 
which City Manager James K. 
Spore would be permitted to spend 
on the project without returning to 
council for an appropriation. If the

continuing, says 
local FCC official

Chesapeake-based FM 99 does 
not want to talk about the April 
Fool's Day prank pulled by radio 
personalities Tommy Griffiths and 
Henry 'The Bull" Del Toro about a 
month ago. 

But, the incident is still on the 
minds of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission, local police de- 
partments and other members of the 
Virginia Beach community. 

In a radio broadcast hoax that be- 
gan about 6:30 a.m., WNOR lis- 
teners were told that Mount Trash- 
more was leaking methane gas and 
ready to explode, and that the area 
should be evacuated. 

The April Fool's Day prank 
caused the Virginia Beach Depart- 
ment of Recreation to receive more 
than 100 calls, tied up Virginia

Beach Police Department 911 tele- 
phone emergency lines and may 
cause the radio station the loss of 
its FCC broadcasting license. 

"I know that it created quite a 
problem for us," said Susan D. 
Walston, director of Virginia Beach 
Department of Parks and Recre- 
ation. "We were getting calls from 
people very early. Obviously, quite 
a few people were listening to it. It 
had quite a dramatic impact." 

Walston said that most of the 
calls received at Mount Trashmore 
and other Parks and Recreation of- 
fices were inquiries of whether the 
potential blast was coming, if 
evacuation was necessary and also 
several calls from concerned parents

Dred Scott was the slave of Dr. John Emerson of 
Missouri. He lived pan of his life in the free state of 
Illinois and part of his life in Wisconsin, a region 
where slavery was prohibited by the Missouri Com- 
promise. 

In 1838, he returned to Missouri where he was 
hired out and later sold to a Dr. John Sanford. Since 
Scott had lived pan of his life in a free state, he de- 
cided to sue for his freedom, which he did in 1846. 
The case started in circuit court, but ultimately found 
its way into the federal court system, and finally 
reached the Supreme Court of the United States. 

The actual verdict of the Supreme Court was sim- 
ply that it had no jurisdiction in the Dred Scott case 
because Dred Scott was a slave; in other words, with- 
out meaningful life. There was ample precedent that 
he was a slave, and his return to Missouri without 
protest provided that fact. As a slave, he was not a 
person, neither in Missouri nor of the United States. 
Since Dred Scott was a non-person he was not a citi- 
zen, and therefore was not entitled to the protection of 
the federal courts? 

The court's decision was mendacious. Dred Scott 
was a living, breathing human being, and deserved the 
protection of the federal court; however, it was not 
until 1865 that the Thirteenth Amendment prohibit- 
ing slavery was enacted by Congress. 

Between the Dred Scott decision and the Thirteenth 
Amendment, America was fractured by the "War Be- 
tween the States," and during that war more Ameri- 
cans were killed then during all the wars since then. 
History tells us that the Dred Scott decision was one 
of the contributing factors in bringing about the 
"Civil War." It was devisive and reflected the politics 
of that era, rather than the truth. Its ruling was one of 
convenience and obvious error. 

In 1973, the United States Supreme Court ruled in 
Roe vs. Wade that a state criminal abortion statue 
mat excepted from criminality only a lifesaving pro- 
cedure on behalf of the mother, without regard to 
pregnancy stage and without recognition of the other 
interests, was in violation of the due process clause of 
the Fourteenth Amendment of the "United States 
Constitution." 

The court ruled that during the first trimester, die 
abortion decision was entirely up to the medical 
judgment of the attending physician; that during die 
second trimester, abortion may be elected by the doc- 
tor if reasonably related to maternal health; and that 



for the stage subsequent to viability the state, in 
promoting its interest in the potentiality of human 
life, may, if it chooses, regulate and even proscribe 
abortion except where it is necessary, in appropriate 
medical judgment, for the preservation of the life or 

health of the mother. 

In other words, if it is convenient for the mother, 
and agreed to by her doctor, any baby, any time, may 
be aborted. 

The Fourteenth Amendment reads that, "No state 
shall majce or enforce any law which shall abridge the 
privileges or immunities of citizens of the United 
States; nor shall any state deprive any person of life, 
liberty or property, without due process of law; nor 
deny to any person within its jurisdiction the equal 
protection of the laws." 

In order to enforce this provision the court had to 
decide that a baby, enclosed in its mother's womb, 
was not viable, that it was meaningless, and that it 
was less than a person. If not, the equal protection 
provision of the Fourteenth Amendment would apply, 
thus making it impossible to implement the Roe vs. 
Wade decision. 

. Justice Harry Blackburn, garnered by his elite War- 
ren Court mantle, wrote, for the majority, that life did 
not begin at conception because an unborn was only a 
fetus, and therefore, did not qualify as meaningful life. 
Of course, if life did not begin at conception then a 
woman's womb was no longer safe harbor for the un- 
born, and all babies were relegated to die status of 
non-person. In the Dred Scott case of 1846, Sc Ht was 
declared a non-person because he was a black man and 
a slave. In 1973, all unborn children were declared to 
be non-persons in the name of convenience and 
choice. Both decisions were wrong. Life does begin at 
conception, and Dred Scott was a living, breathing 
person. 

You would think that the horrible price of 
6,000,000 Jewish people, obliterated in World War II, 
would be ample warning to us to reverence life, and 
stand against the potentiality of another Holocaust. 
You would think that the ongoing quest for equality 
by our black citizenry would have focused our eyes 
and lives on the importance of life, and equal protec- 
tion under the law. You would think that the sanctify 
of life, once cherished by all, would be desired, amidst 
the turbulence of recent years, but such is not the 
case.

Violent crime 
is epidemic 
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Lil's 
Quill

The verdict last week in the Rod- 
ney King case, exonerating four 
policemen of using excessive 
force, produced shock and outrage. 
Anger and frustration in Los 
Angeles and elsewhere erupted into 
senseless violence against innocent 
people. Some were beaten. Some 

were killed. 
Others had 
their property 
looted and 
burned. 

Violence 
seems to breed 
more violence. 
The recently 
released FBI 
Report on 
Crime in 1991 
reveals that 
violent crime 
in America has 
reached the 
highest level 
in a quarter 
century and is 
on the rise. 
— — — — Our jails are 
overflowing as the criminal popu- 
lation has doubled in the last 
decade. 

During my lifetime, I have 
watched in honor as America has 
become the most violent of all de- 
veloped countries. When I was 
young, I felt secure and safe in my 
home, my school and my neigh- 
borhood. My father was a Presby- 
terian minister and our door was 
always open to strangers. 

Until a frightening experience 
several years ago, I never imagined 
that I would become the victim of a 
crime. It happened when my hus- 
band and I were spending the night 
in a ground floor room of a quality 
motel in downtown Richmond. 
Early the next morning, Mac 
walked to the nearby office to buy 
a Sunday newspaper. Ashe 
returned and unlocked the door, a 
man sprang from behind our car 
and pushed him into the room, 
quickly closing the door. No one 
knew we were being threatened. 

When I saw this stranger, I sat up 
in bed and exclaimed, "Young 
man, you are in the wrong room!" . 
Then, I saw the gun in his trem- 
bling hand and heard him demand 
a wallet. It was a scary moment as 
Mac removed his driver's license 
so we could return home. The 
intruder never uttered another 
word, but grabbed the wallet and 
fled. 

By the time a policeman arrived, 
the robber was long gone with our 
cash and credit cards, which he 
used before we could stop pay- 
ment. It happened so fast, I did not 
feel immediate fear until he left. 
Eventually, I was relieved that he 
had not used his weapon, and that 
we were victims of a robbery, not a 
murder. 

Sadly, murder is no 

longer news. It is almost com- 
monplace in large cities, and on the 
rise in Virginia Beach. Statistics 
from other developed countries re- 
veal that violent crimes have be- 
come an American phenomenon. 
A tragedy is that many are sense- 
less, casual killings, such as drive- 
by murders. 

"Crime in America" was the 
theme of a recent David Brinkley 
program from which I took the fol- 
lowing notes. Deterrents are not

enough. America has the highest 
incarceration rate of any country. 
Yet, we also have the highest crime 
rate. Our criminal justice system is 
just not working. Some assert it 
would be cheaper to send a 
criminal to Harvard rather than to 
jail! 

The root of crime has been 
linked to poverty in the inner-city 
where there is nothing to lose. 
Laws are not stopping the violence. 
Besides, the touted new Crime Bill 
applies only to federal crimes such 
as treason, terrorism and assassina- 
tions. These crimes are not 
relevant to urban crime. 

Attorney General William Ban, 
interviewed on the Brinkley televi- 
sion program, cited the breakdown 
of family structure as a major 
factor in the crime problem. He 
spoke, too, of repeat violent 
offenders and the need to keep 
these habitual criminals off the 
streets. After all, 30 percent of the 
murders are committed by those on 
probation or release from prison. 
No matter what the corrections 
system does, some two-thirds of 
these chronic criminals repeat 
crimes and are returned to the 
penal system. 

There has been considerable 
criticism of the 1980s laws 
requiring mandatory sentences for 
non-violent crimes. Offenders who 
commit these crimes can often be 
rehabilitated, but in the meantime 
are filling our jails and prisons. 

Some say we are experiencing a 
"cultural melt down" in America. 
Young people are becoming desen- 
sitized to violence, which is 
evident everywhere - in our 
schools, on our streets, and on 
television. Metal detectors in our 
local schools demonstrate that the 
bad students have prevailed. 

Unfortunately, the message that 
is being put forward is not the 
need for discipline and obedience 
to our laws. Gangs are still found 
in schools and neighborhoods. 
Some street gangs now have net- 
works, which can only be dealt 
with effectively by the federal 
government. 

There is enough blame to go 
around. Whether violence comes 
from drugs, poverty, accessible 
guns, economic problems or dys- 
functional families, what we need 
are answers and solutions. 

We the People must work to- 
gether to rehabilitate our 
communities, encourage tough- 
but-fair law enforcement with 
more police in crime-infested 
neighborhoods, provide drug- 
prevention programs, and seek gun 
control legislation. But, most of 
all, we can set examples as law- 
respecting citizens ourselves or we 
will continue to be victims, instead 
of victors, or violence.

whose children were taking field 
trips to the park. 

'The fact that it continued to go 
on, they began to get concerned 
about it," she said. 

Valerie King, the park's district 
supervisor, said she was headed to 
her office when she heard on the ra- 
dio that the "mountain" was going 
to explode at about 7 a.m. 

"I was on my way to work," said 
King. "I was immediately at Mount 
Trashmore. I detoured. When I 
walked in the door, the phones were 
already ringing." 

When King arrived, a park em- 
ployee had already called the station 
to ask that the joke be stopped. 

The Virginia Beach Police De- 
partment began receiving calls 
"well before 7 a.m." 

The Chesapeake Po- 
lice Department was called 
by the Virginia Beach Police De- 
partment at about 7 a.m., to send a 
car to the station. Officer J. Mam- 
rot of the Chesapeake Police De- 
partment went to the station's 
Greenbrier office, and delivered a 
message for the station to call the 
Virginia Beach Police Department 
said Major E.W. Klemp, Sr., 
Chesapeake Police Department op- 
erations commander. 

Klemp said that asking precinct 
in another city to send an officer 
that isn't busy to an address in his 
jurisdiction as a last resort "doesn't 
happen every day." 

Lewis Thurston, a Virginia Beach 
Police Department spokesperson, 
said at the lime, there were 14 
telecommunicators fielding calls. 
Thurston said the department knew 
it was a prank and had no indication 
there was an emergency situation at 
the park. 

Thurston said the radio station 



was called, but there was no an- 
swer. A facsimile was sent to the 
station, asking it to stop the prank, 
but there was no response. 

Due to the amount of time that 
has passed since the incident, the 
exact number of calls to 911 
regarding the potential explosion is 
unknown, although lines were 
jammed in some sections of the 
city. 

"Each area has from three to five 
911 lines," explained Thurston. 
"It's like a trunking system." 

For example, he said, if the 
Windsor Woods area has five 91 1 
lines and five people call, those 
lines are tied up until one person 
hangs up. In another part of the 
city, however, some 91 1 lines may 
be free. 

"To our knowledge, we did not 
lose any emergency calls where 
people were injured as a result," 
said Thurston. 

Thurston said that those who 
called 91 1 about Mount Trashmore 
thought it was true. 

"Our concerns that if there had 
been a bonafide emergency, what 
would the ramifications had been?," 
said Thurston. 

WNOR spokespersons 
did not want to discuss the 
April Fool's prank, 

"We don't have any comments on 
it. We're trying to move on with 
our lives," said Buzz Knight, pro- 
gram director. "We're sorry it hap- 
pened, and we're trying to put it 
behind us." 

Joe Schwartz, vice president and 
general manager of the station, also 
declined to discuss the issue. 

"We're just sorry it happened, and 
we're glad that it's over." 

The incident won't be over, how- 
ever, until the FCC completes its 
investigation, paperwork and makes 
a final decision that could take 



months. 

J. Jerry Freeman, engineer in 
charge of the Norfolk FCC office, 
said the station violated restrictions 
set on its FCC license to broadcast. 

"It's a very specific law which 
says you must not broadcast false 
information or false distress calls," 
said Freeman. 

As a result of the April Fool's 
Day prank, Freeman said it is diffi- 
cult to assign a monetary cost to 
the stunt, and although no one has 
come forward to say they were 
physically hurt as a result, there 
was much inconvenience and cost 
of time. 

"It cost the police department, 
cost people at Mount Trashmore, 
cost the police department in 
Chesapeake, and how about the 
public and people who changed 
their plans and moved." said Free- 
man. "One man indicated he did not 
go to work ... It had a substantial 
impact." 

Additional cost includes the 
manpower for the FCC to conduct a 
local investigation, prepare reports 
and convey the information to the 
bureau in Washington, D.C. 

Freeman said that the suspen- 
sions of Del Toro, Griffiths, re- 
porter GiGi Young and program di- 
rector Buzz Knight would not affect 
the outcome of the Washington in- 
vestigation, which could take weeks 
or months to complete. 

"Not to the investigation, but it 
gave some credibility to the station 
owners, that it was a very serious 
matter, and to show to the public 
and city officials - 'we did some- 
thing wrong,' " said Freeman. 

The station's license to broadcast 
could be revoked, a stiff fine im- 
posed or the disc jockeys them- 
selves could be indicted under crim- 
inal charges by the U.S. Attorney 
and a grand jury.

Freeman said that, other than the 
FCC's charges, any citizen could 
probably file a civil suit against 
WNOR "if they are harmed by the 
false broadcast, by receiving com- 
pensation for the situation." 

FCC infractions of this nature are 
infrequent, according to Freeman. 
There are about 35 to 40 f.m. sta- 
tions in the Hampton Roads area, 
with no serious recent infractions. 

The most recent incident similar 
to WNOR's was of a station in the 
mid-west that, during the onset of 
the Gulf War, broadcast a bomb at- 
tack for 50 seconds. The station re- 
ceived a $2^,000 fine. 

Freeman said if current regula- 
tions had been enacted at the time 
of Orson Wells' historic "War of 
the Worlds" broadcast, he would 
have been in violation of FCC reg- 
ulations.

According to court records, Car- 
penter received income of $186,272 
for 1984 and 198S. He attempted to 
evade the tax due on this income by 
not filing his federal income tax re- 
turns for those years. Carpenter also 
attempted to conceal his income by 
utilizing the bank accounts of other 
people. 

Additionally, court records re- 
vealed that during 1986 Carpenter 
received income of approximately 
$23,000, but failed to file a federal 



income tax return. In 1988, 
Carpenter was asked to complete an 
IRS Collection Information State- 
ment on which he stated false in- 
formation regarding his checking 
account and personal loan informa- 
tion. 

Carpenter's $15,000 personal 
recognizance bond was revoked and 
he was taken into custody by U.S. 
Marshalls to begin serving his sen- 
tence.

Beach Bungee, TRP Enterprises, 
Inc., had an attractive plan for a 
bungee jumping tower, said Vice 
Mayor Robert E. Fentress, but the . 
location was inappropriate. , . . , 

The site, located at 208 and 210 
26th Street and 2507 Pacific 
Avenue, did not strike the 
neighbors as suitable either. They 
were concerned about safety as 
passers-by in cars gawked at the 
jumpers and about the noise 
(screaming) which usually goes 
along with amusements. 

Council denied the application 
although Reid Pocock, the would- 
be operator, said that the tower was 
exactly what was needed in the area 
as 'entertainment. The site is 
accessible by walking or trolly to 
hotel guests, he said, and would be 
good, clean fun. 

Robert Spry, who owns the 
property, said that the opposition 
was to the existing problems of the 
area. People are wandering around 
until three and four in the morning, 
and anyone can come up with 30, 
50 or 100 people who will 
complain about the noise. He added, 
a jumper may have to have a couple 
of drinks before trying jumping 
from the top of the 75-foot tower. 

Michael Gardner, attorney for 
Susan Buskey and other adjoining 
neighbors, said that if the lower 
should fall, it would fall on her 



house. He said that other nearby 
establishments are concerned, about 
parking and the hazards, as well as 
the noise. He said that the city's 
zoning ordinance lists compatible 

u Wtf^W 3 " 15 M^^WianuiB*'. , 
Ann Henry, representing the Old 

Beach Civic League, said that 

bungee jumping is one of the 

trendy types of entertainment. She 

said that the neighborhood had a 

water slide which was operated 

well, but that after the activity 

became less popular another owner 

took over who was not as 

conscientious. 

She said that the city has spent 
too much money on revitalizing the 
Oceanfront to take chances with 
this activity. 

Nick Wright, nearby hotel owner, 
said that people deserve peace and 
quiet and that it might take a little 
more than two drinks to get up 
enough nerve to jump. 

Pocock said that whether the 
tower is there or not the problems 
will continue. As for the noise, 
"you're kidding yourself if you 
think you're out in Pungo with the 
birds chirping." The area is full of 
noise, he said - cars, car radios; 
"There is noise everywhere." By 
contrast, he said, jumping is a quiet 
thing for him. "The noise problem 
they already have." 

A bungee jump was recently 
approved at Atlantic Avenue's 
southern terminus, in the loop.

SELECT THE " RIGHT AGENT" 

One of the most important decisions you will make when selling your home is selecting the right agent to represent/market vour 
property . Unfortunately, many homeowners select a relative, a friend, a friend of a friend, the agent who quotes the highest list price. 

When you consider yourself as the employer, the agent as the employee, and the fact that yoji are going to pay a salary (fee) of $7 ,000 
to $70,000 you begin to see the significance of this decision. The more expensive the property - the more significant the decision! 

SELECTION GUIDELINES 

1. NUMBER OF INTERVIEWS: Interview a minimum of three different agents.

3. ADVERTISING COMMITMENT: Insist that each agent give you a detailed marketing plan (in writing) that identifies all forms 
of advertising.

Rescue squads have 
come far in 40 years

Imagine driving an ambulance by 
yourself, where you had to tend to 
the victim, summons help from 
passersby to lift the stretcher into 
the vehicle and drive the person to 
the hospital. 

When the Volunteer Rescue 
Squads of Virginia Beach began, 
this was not their imagination, this 
was reality. Forty years later, the 
organization has 12 squads, joining 
more than 750 volunteers in the 
Virginia Beach community and 
making it the largest volunteer res- 
cue squad in the United States. 



There are 12 volunteer 
rescue squads serving the 
Virginia Beach community. 
The squads range in size from 
about 15 members to about 
1 00 members. Together, they 
handle 25,000 rescue calls 
annually. 

Each squad does its own 
fundraising, with budgets 
ranging from $20,000 to 
$200,000. 



The volunteers, under the coordi- 
nating umbrella of the Virginia 
Beach Department of Emergency 
Medical Services, handles approxi- 
mately 25,000 calls each year. The 
size of the 12 individual squads 
varies from about 15 to 90 mem- 
bers, with a budget ranging from 
$20,000 a year for smaller squads to 
about $200,000 a year for the larger 
squads. 

"It's the only department of the 
city that is manned strictly by vol- 
unteers," said Rick Shoew, public 
relations officer for Virginia Beach 
Rescue Squad 14. 

He said each squad is very differ- 
ent, has its own personality and 
does its own fundraising; but they 
all have the same goal: to provide 
free service to the Virginia Beach 
community. 

"It's really neighbors helping- 
neighbors," said Shoew. "We'll get 
up in the middle of the night. We'll 
get up and answer calls. We do it 
because we like it." 

About 80 percent of the volun- 
teers have full or part-time jobs that

Pascal's manager 
discusses club's 
past and present

After a history of -ownership 
difficulties, scandals and man- 
agement changes, Pascal's Isle of 
Capri, a restaurant and night club 
on Laskin Road at the Ocean- 
front, is working to recapture its 
clientele and a positive image. 

Pascal's, owned by H. and R. 
Corporation of Virginia Beach, is 
trying to maintain its "yuppie 
crowd" with fashion shows, con- 
tests, live bands and prizes to get 
them to come to the club, which 
'reopened last summer under its 
newest management. 

Louis Foy, 28, a Norfolk resi- 
dent and the club's manager, said 
that the atmosphere is different 
from what it used to be. 

"It used to be real snobby 
here," said Foy. "I don't know 
why the employees stayed, but I 
know why the people are coming 
back. We've tried to break the 
snob effect, and be nice." 

Foy said that, probably like 
most night clubs, his customers 
have been influenced by cam- 
paigns of alcohol awareness and 
the dangers of drinking and driv- 
ing. 

"We now sell a lot of bottled 
water and people don't drink as 
much," said Foy. "I guess 
they're worried about DUI's and 
stuff." 

Foy said, however, that the 
club serves a "mixed clientele, 
because you can see people here 
in jeans and you can see people 
here in tuxedos." 

As a result, Foy said that the 
club recently began presenting 
fashion shows about every other 
week. 

"It's a good way to do some- 
thing different," said Foy. 
"Everyone likes to see the new 
styles to come out and the new 
clothes. Most people don't have 
lime otherwise." 



About six models from 
Stevenson's Modeling Agency, 
formerly known as John 
Casablanca's Model and Career 
Center, present a half-hour show 
of dresses and other up- and -com- 
ing fashion outfits. 

Foy said the club often takes 
pictures of people inside the club, 
which are then posted on the back 
wall without a protective casing. 
Foy said that people sometimes

take the pictures from the wall 
when no one is looking.

"Basically, they come here to 
be with their friends," he said.

Foy said some people go to 
night clubs to meet new people.

Constitution Drive Flyover 
removed from master road plan 



New Pembroke 
traffic plan 
is under study

City Council by a vote of 9-0 
recently deleted the Constitution 
Drive Flyover from the Master 
Strcetand Highway Plan and from 
the Capital Improvement Program. 

Planning Director Robert Scott 
also was directed to prepare a plan 
which would meet the needs of 
traffic in the Pembroke area, 
without using the flyover. 

The Planning Commission, 
which had been asked by council for 
a recommendation on whether or 
not the flyover should be deleted, 



recommended that the $55 million 
flyover should be reduced from a 
six-lane divided road to a four-lane 
divided road. 

The flyover has been 
controversial from the beginning 
because of the cost and because of 
its impact on commercial properties 
in its way, and on the Lake at 
Mount Trashmore which it would 
have to cross. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
made his motion on the flyway 
after Scott said what that the 
71,000 trips-a-day eight-laning 
Independence Boulevard is expected 
to accomplish may be stretched to 
100,000 trips with some changes 
that would be less costly than a 
flyover.

On a cold, blustery, rainy day last 
Tuesday, 57,154 citizens went to the 
polls and cast their ballots in the 
councilmanic election. The citizens 
of Virginia Beach proved they were 
not Sunshine Patriots. No matter 
what their reason for going to the 
polls, their expanded participation in 
the democratic 
process is 
couraging. 

The 1990 
Census re- 
vealed that 
there were 
283, 182 voting- 
age residents in 
our city. But 
that year, only 
35,958, or 26 
percent of those 
registered, 
voted. This 
year, there was 
a heartening 
increase of 
21,196 voters, 
as 40 percent of 
those registered 
— — — ""— ■" — ' voted. If this 
trend continues, possibly a majority 
of those registered will show up at 
the polls in November for the presi- 
dential election. 

There were many reasons for the 
above-average turn-out on May 5. 
Some came to the polls because they 
were tired of politics as usual and 
resented negative commercials. 
Hostility against incumbents may 
have motivated others, who voted 
against those who failed to support 
their particular agenda. 

On the other hand, some were sat- 
isfied with the incumbents and even 
re-elected a former councilman. A 
healthy opposition is the basis of

Virginia Beach's Community 
Development Target Neighbor- 
hoods are 12 distinctive areas of the 
city, with long histories and special 
needs. 

Many began as mosdy rural, low- 
income neighborhoods years ago. As 

Virginia 
Beach grew, 
they were of- 
ten bypassed 
or surrounded 
by the growth 
of sub- 

divisions. In 
additional, 
they often 
lacked city 
water and 
sewer service, 
paved streets 
and stormwa- 
ter drainage 
systems. This 
caused un- 
sanitary con- 
ditions and 
major impediments to neighborhood 
improvements. Without these im- 
provements, it was difficult or im- 
possible for residents to maintain or 
improve their housing. 

Since 1974, the city has allocated 
Federal Community Development 
Block Grant funds, and later, city 
funds to provide public facilities and 
housing improvement assistance to 
the target neighborhoods. Although 
work still remains to be done in four 
neighborhoods, much has been ac- 
complished to revitalize these previ- 
ously forgotten areas of the city . City 
water and sewer service has been 
provided in 11 of the 12 areas. In 
eight of the 1 2 areas, street improve- 
ments and stormwater drainage fa- 
cilities have been installed. 

The housing stock in the 
target neighborhoods has been sig- 
nificantly improved. All necessary 
housing improvements in eight 
neighborhoods have been com- 
pleted. Housing improvements in 
other areas are under way. All told, 
over 259 houses have been rehabili-

tated; over 93 new houses have been 
built to replace owner-occupied 
housing that was dilapidated; and 
144 dilapidated structures that were 
contributing to neighborhood blight 
have been demolished. In addition, 
the Virginia Beach Community 
Development Corporation has built 
16 new housing units in the target 
neighborhoods. 

Currently underway or about to 
begin are two street improvement 
projects, and two drainage improve- 
ment projects, as well as a large 
number of housing improvements. In 
order to accelerate trie provision of 
improvements to the remaining tar- 
get neighborhoods, the Department 
of Housing is preparing re vital iza- 
tion plans that call for completing 
these projects by (he end of 1004. 

The target neighborhood Citizen 's 
Advisory Committee was estab- 
lished by City Council to represent 
the interests of the neighborhoods 
and to advise council and the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Neighborhood 
Preservation about neighborhood 
needs. The committee consists of 1 1 
representatives of the target neigh- 
borhoods and three al-large repre- 
sentatives. Members of this commit- 
tee have devoted thousands of hours 
to this task and have taken responsi- 
bility for seeing that the needs of the 
target neighborhoods are addressed.

He suggested that reducing the 
number of interruptions on 
Independence would increase the 
capacity. Also, he said, reversible 
lanes - two lanes going in one 
direction in the moming and two 
lanes in the other direction at night 
- would also increase capacity. 

If the Independence Boulevard 
capacity could be brought up to 
100,000 and the flyover would 



extend the capacity to 115,000 to 
135,000, Jones said, the expense 
for the flyover is not advisable.

We didn't know 
that traffic would increase 72 
percent in 10 years," Scott said.

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Local film students

Filmmakers at Regent University 
recently completed shooting The 
Tie That Binds, using local settings 
to create an 18th-century, English 
atmosphere. 

Set in 1765, The Tie That Binds 
tells the story of the Reverend John 
Fawcetl and his congregation pf 
peasant villagers in Wainsgate, 
England. 

Because the villagers were a poor 
group of farmers and shepherds with 
vulgar mannerisms and sloppy 
speech patterns, few men of the 
church had ever been successful at 
reaching them. Fawcett and his wife 
were different, however, looking 
beyond the villagers' character and 
teaching them the word of God. 

Fawcett's family grew along with 
the congregation and he soon round 
it difficult to support his wife and 
children on his earnings of 20 
pounds a year. His family was 
forced to live off of porridge and 
potatoes every day and he began to 
feel useless to his wife, children and 
congregation. In 1772, he received 
an offer from London to preach to a 
larger and more influential church at 
a much higher wage. 

As Fawcett and his family pre- 
pared to leave for London, they 
looked at the tearful members of the 
congregation who had come to say 
goodbye, and decided that they could 
not leave. This experience inspired 
Fawcett to write the words to the 
hymn. Blest Be The Tie That 
Binds: "Blest be the tie that binds. 
Our hearts in Christian love; The 
fellowship of kindred minds, Is like 
to that above. When we asunder 
part, It gives us inward pain; But 
we shall still be joined in heart, 
And hope to meet again." 

'This is a story of triumph of 
heart over mind, of humility over 



prosperity," Steve Baldwin, 
writer/director said. "I want the au- 
dience to identify with the feeling 
of not being able to fulfill their 
goals and to see how, in the end, 
they can make decisions and choices 
that will move them towards those 
goals." Baldwin lives in Greenbrier 
in Chesapeake. 

Filming took place at various 
locations in Virginia Beach, 
Chesapeake and Suffolk, the 
Lynnhaven House, in Virginia 
Beach, built in 1725 and owned and 
operated by the Association for the 
Preservation of Virginia Antiqui- 
ties, was used for a number of 
scenes. 

Members of the local commu- 
nity, ranging from infants to 
grandparents, participated in scenes 
throughout the film. 

Laura Robbins, who lives in 
Birchwood and played John 
Fawcett's wife, Susannah, said that 
acting in the film gave her an op- 
portunity to learn the differences 
between film and theater. 

"Film is nothing like stage. You 
don't hear applause and get that in- 
stant gratification," she said. "It's 
also different because you are creat- 
ing moments. In a play you have a 
longer period of time to work with, 
but in a Him you have three-minute 
takes." 

Ben Guglar also noted the differ- 
ences between film and theater. 
Guglar, who is nine years old and 
has been acting since he was four, 
said, "I think film is different than 
"theater because you don't have to 
project as much. You work in a 
smaller space." 

Guglar and his four-year-old 
brother, Mark, played the same 
character, Henry Jr., at different pe- 
riods of his life. Their real-life 
mother, Mary, also played their 
mother in the film. Guglar, who, 
with his family live in Churchland 
in Portsmouth, is involved with her 
sons' acting careers and helps them 
to prepare for their roles.

range from bankers, doctors, 
lawyers and merchants to dog 
catchers, auto parts dealers and 
"anything you can imagine." 

Shoew said that because it is an 
all-volunteer system that is funded 
strictly by private donations, with 
the exception of about 15 people in 
the Virginia Beach Department of 
Emergency Medical Services on the 
city payroll, the squads saves the 
city government $7.5 to $8 million 
each year. 

According to Shoew, the rescue 
squad volunteers take on the duty as 
if it were a second job, but do not 
adhere strictly to the assigned 12- 
hour shift per week. 

"The volunteers don't see this as 
a paid 9-to-5 job. Other places, you 
work 9-to-5, or whatever, and go 
home," said Shoew. 

Instead, volunteers carry an elec- 
tronic pager, putting them on call 
24 hours, a day. 

When the working crew is out on 
a call and the rescue squad dis- 
patcher has a second, third or fourth 
call come in, that cannot be handled 
by that crew, the rescue pager will 
send a tone signal with a message 
of where the additional help is 
needed. 

The tone signal for one squad 
may be, for example, a short tone 
followed by a long tone. Another 
squad's tone may be a long tone 
followed by short tones. If a squad- 
member volunteer hears his or her 
lone and can help put, Shoew said 
it's not uncommon to go to the 
station to pick up an ambulance. 
Or, if the call is very close, the 
volunteer may call the dispatcher to 
say help is on the way, and hop 
into his or her private car or truck. 

"Sometimes we wind up in the 
middle of the night in a wet, muddy 
ditch, pulling someone out of an 
overturned car," he said. "We're not 
there because it's a job. It's because 
it's our job." 



To be a rescue squad 

volunteer, however, a person 
needs more than just a desire to 
help his neighbor. 

Federal, stale and city gov- 
ernments have strict qualification 
guidelines that must be followed. 
Shoew said that the Volunteer Res- 
cue Squads of Virginia Beach are all 
well-equipped and well-trained, ex- 
ceeding the minimum standards. 

The first level of volunteer status 
is called a First Rcsponder. To be- 
come one, a person must first 
complete a two-month basic course 
of training of about 60 hours. 

The next lqvci is called an Emer- 
gency Medical Technician (EMT). 
This status requires an additional 
120 hours of training, followed by 
20 hours of clinical time in an 
emergency room. 

The third level rescue squad vol- 
unteer is called Cardiac EMT, re- 
quiring an additional 320 hours of 
training and class lime. 

To reach the Paramedic level, 
equivalent to the second year of 
medical school, the volunteer-must 
put in an additional 300 hours of 
classroom training study with 20 
additional clinical hours. 

At this point, the rescue volun- 
teer has a had a minimum of 940 
hours of classroom and clinical 
training, in addition to several years 
experience on the street. 

Shoew said one must also pass a 
state license exam. 

He said all of the ume and energy 
spent being a rescue squad volunteer 
pays off, not only in comeraderie, 
pride and team spirit among volun- 
teers, but also on an individual 
level. 

"We like to give something back 
the community and can touch a lot 
of people and a lot of lives," said 
Shoew. "It's definitely not for the 
love of money. Its definitely for 
humanitarian reasons and wanting 
to give something back for their 
neighbors."

Man On Her Mind," the opening 
cut on "Even Now," is a case in 
point, a picture of a woman who 
is in love and feeling good about 
herself. In "Let The Pretty Lady 
Dance," with its hint of a mari- 
achi beat, the woman has been let 
down but is trying to make her- 
self feel better. The depth of feel- 
ing expressed in the beautiful 
ballad "She's In Love" is under- 
scored by the heartbreaking fact 
that "She's just not in love with 
me."

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Commodores perform famous hits 



From their early days in 
Tuskegee, Alabama, and 
throughout their award winning 
recording career with Motown, 
the Commodores have consis- 
tently brought their legion of 
fans an enormous body of pop, 
rhythm and blues hits that are 
instantly recognizable around the 
world. 

The Commodores first came 
together as college freshmen in 
1968 while attending Tuskegee 
Institute. When the group origi- 
nally came together "we wanted 
to meet some girls and we played 
at a talent show," remembers 
William King. "We performed 
and killed the audience. That was 
the beginning of the Com- 
modores." 

In 1969 the Commodores 
spent their summer break in New 
York City. Upon arriving in New 
York they met with Pete Smalls 
of the Paradise Club. While talk- 
ing with Smalls, their uniforms 
and equipment were stolen from 
their van. Having had their 
equipment stolen and being re- 
jected by Smalls, they checked 
into a YMCA where the remain- 
der of their luggage and money as 
stolen. 

In desperation, the Com- 
modores contacted an acquain- 
tance, Benny Ashburn. Ashburn 
promptly moved the guys into 
his apartment and got them a 
second audition with Smalls, 
who gave them a one night gig. 
The Commodores rallied friends, 
family and students from 
Tuskegee who traveled on to New 
York in support of the band. 



Lines a block long formed around 
the Paradise Club. The show was 
a hit! Smalls promptly hired the 
group for three additional weeks, 
quickly firing the band he had 
originally hired. The engagement 
at the Paradise Club led to a 
booking at the Cheetah Club 
where the Commodores "rocked 
the house." The summer was 
soon over and the Commodores 
headed back to Tuskegee for an- 
other year of school. 

In 1970, back New York, the 
Commodores played Loyd 
Prince's Turntable Club where 
they were heard by Suzanne De 
Passe, an A&R executive for 
Motown Records. She immedi- 
ately signed the group to open for 
an up and coming group known 
as "The Jackson 5." 

After several tours and nearly 
three years with the Jackson 5, 
the Commodores were' officially 
signed by Motown Records in 
1973. They recorded "Machine 
Gun" which started them on the 
path to super stardom. The 
"Machine Gun" album featured 
the hit single "Machine Gun" and 
sold over 1 million copies, earn- 
ing the Commodores their first 
gold record in 1974. "I feel Sanc- 
tified" was another popular track 
and contributed to the album 
charting throughout Europe, 
Asia, Africa, and the United 
States. 

The Commodores made the 
first of many trips to the Far East 
and the Philippines, where they 
once were greeted at the airport 
by over 100,000 people. Atten- 
dance at their shows broke records 



previously set by the Beatles. 

The Commodores went back to 
the studio and recorded their sec- 
ond album "Caught In the Act" 
which produced the singles "This 
is Your Life" and "Slipper When 
Wet." The album sold in excess 
of 500,000 copies in the United 
States alone. 

By 1975 the Com- 
modores were touring 

with such super stars as the 
Rolling Stones and Stevie Won- 



der. Their third album, "Movin' 
On," which went gold in a mere 
six weeks, produced the single, 
"Sweet Love." 

In 1976, "Hot on the Tracks" 
was shipped gold and eventually 
went platinum. The five piece 
backup band, "The Mean Ma- 
chine," was also officially added 
to the Commodore. "The Mean 
Machine" today sports Doug 
Datwyler on guitar, Thomas 
Dawson playing keyboards, Ty- 
ron Stanton on bass and Myckale 



Thomas thumpin' drums, as well 
as orchestra leader and keyboard 
player Harold Hudson. 

In only seven weeks the 
group's fifth album 
"Commodores" sold over two 
million copies in the U.S., and 
produced the hit single "Easy." It 
was a very busy year for the 
Commodores who in 1977 also 
appeared in their first major mo- 
tion pictures "Thank God it's

Mason explains insurance policies

First, lets look at where the 
money comes from to pay a 
claim. You pay your premium to 
an insurance company which puts 
it in an account with the premi- 
ums from other policyholders 
with that company. This account 
earns interest that will help cover 
the cost of running the company 
and paying claims. There is a 
profit margin that is built-in each 
premium that must be maintained 
in order for the company to stay 
in business. If more money is 
being paid out than was antici- 
pated, the company must raise its 
rates. The money that a company 
pays out in claims comes from 
you, the policyholder. 

Now let's look at some reasons 
auto rates increase. We know ac- 
cidents are going to happen but 
drinking and driving accidents 
kills someone every 22 minutes 
and one a minute causes disabling 
injuries. Some $13 billion a year 
is paid by insurance companies 
for these accidents. Some things 
that could be done to help deter 
drunk driving is for those who are 
caught to loose their license on 
the spot and confiscate the cars of 
repeat offenders. Police can do 



these things now in a growing 
number of states. What you can 
do to help protect yourself is to 
wear seat bells at all times while 
you are driving or a passenger in 
a a vehicle. The next time you 
buy a car, you should consider air 
bags. Support seat belt laws and 
their enforcement. Accidents kill 
over 46,000 a year and cause 3.4 
million injuries that cost us over 
$74 billion. Wearing seat belts 
and ihe use of air bags could re- 
duce this greatly and help lower 
our premiums. 

Auto theft and insurance fraud 
cost insurance companies billions 
each year. More than 3,500 cars 
are stolen each day - one every 24 
seconds. In one year, Nationwide 
paid out over $29 million for 
auto theft claims and $36 million 
for other personal theft losses. 
The annual cost of fraud for the 
insurance industry is about $16 
billion, not including auto thefts 
and fake auto accidents and thefts. 
About 20 cents of every premium 
dollar pays for the cost of a fraud 
investigation and the payment of 
bogus claims. The best defense 
for this is to make it tougher to 
get away with fraud. What you 
can do is to insist on complete 
honesty from yourself and others 
when you're involved in a claim. 
Recognize that fraud against your 
insurance company directly af- 



fects the premium you pay. If 
you know of a case of fraud, re- 
port it to the authorities. 

Attorney involvement in auto 
injury claims rose from 31 per- 
cent in 1977 to 45 percent in 
1987 and is increasing. Auto in- 
surance rates are rising faster in 
states with high attorney in- 
volvement, while states with 
strong no-fault laws are more 
successful in holding rates down. 
Only about 45 percent of insur- 
ance dollars paid to accident vic- 
tims in stales without no-fault 
laws go to pay for actual medical 
bills or lost income. The rest is 
for "pain and suffering." In no- 
fault states, some 78 percent of 
payments go for medical bills 
income loss. What needs to be 
done is to balance our civil jus- 
tice system so there are fewer 
lawsuits, but accident victims are 
fully and fairly compensated for 
their loss. Insurance is to put the 
injured party back to where they 
were before the loss, not make a 
profit from an accident. 

Remember, all the money that 
it being paid out by insurance 
companies comes from each of us 
as policyholders. The more we 
can do to hold down the number 
of claims and the amount being 
paid out for claims will help hold 
down the cost of auto insurance.

and to take them to the source of 
the rockabilly sound, Sun 
Records in Memphis. Although 
he worked with all the Sun leg- 
ends - Elvis, Carl Perkins, Jerry 
Lewis and Johnny Cash, among 
others - Twitty did not have a hit 
until he signed with MGM and 
recorded one of his own songs, 
"It's Only Make Believe." The 
dramatic ballad shot to #1 on the 
pop charts in 19S8 and made 
Twitty a teen idol. The emotional 
tension in the lyrics, about a love 
that is almost fulfilled, would 



become a trademark of Conway 
Twitty songs in the years to 
come. 

After eight years as a rock and 
roll star, Twitty made an abrupt 
career change. In mid-concert, lie 
decided he had enough of the mu- 
sic and the lifestyle, and from 
that point on, he would sing only 
the music that was in his heart. 
His heroes were all country - 
Hank Williams, Ray Price and 
Faron Young - and from 1965 
on, so was Conway Twitty. 

He signed with Decca/MCA, 
and by the early 70s he had had 
23 consecutive #l's. In 1979, he 



made his riskiest career move 
since leaving pop music. He 
parted with producer Owen 
Bradley and began producing 
himself with a more contempo- 
rary sound. The string of hits 
continued, and by 1981, the total 
was 38 chart-toppers. The 
following year, Twitty left MCA 
and moved to Elektra, where the 
hits continued. In 1985, "Don't 
Call Him a Cowboy" became his 
50th #1 single. 

Twitty's success as an artist 
has often overshadowed his talent 
as a songwriter. During his stint 
at Elektra, MCA released an al-

bum that showcased Conway 
Twitty the hit songwriter, 
including such classics as "Hello 
Darlin," and "Linda On My 
Mind" and "You've Never Been 
This Far Before." 
, In 1987, Twitty returned to 
MCA, where he has co-produced 
his albums with his wife Dee 
Henry. He marked his return to 
MCA with another #1 single, 
"Julia," and followed that with 
the memorable singles "Saturday 
Night Special" and "Still in Your 
Dreams." 

In 1990, MCA released two 
albums whose titles alone attest 
to Conway Twitty's remarkable 
career, "Greatest Hits, Vol. Ill" 
and the 25-song, 25-year retro- 
spective "Silver Anniversary 
Collection." Twitty stopped long 
enough to say that the two al- 
bums give "a sense of accom- 
plishment" Then he forged ahead 
with all the energy and drive of a 
new artist. "What you have done 
means nothing." he explained. 
"Only what you do next means 
something, to me. Once I've done 
it, it doesn't mean anything to 
me anymore. It's that love for 



what I do, and it's that next song. 
It's that challenge." 

The key to Twitty's consis- 
tency is, ironically, change. He 
has gone from rock and roll in 
the '50s, to. straight country in 
the '60s and 70s, to a contempo- 
rary sound in the '80s. "I'm an 
artist who's always tried to 
change before the changes come," 
he explains. "It keeps me fresh, 
too, as an artist when I don't sing 
the same old thing all the time. 
One of the reasons I've survived 
in this business for so long, is 
that I am aware of what's going 
on. I stay, to the best of my 
ability, right on top of things. I 
think singers in my position, 
they lose it between the ears be- 
fore they lose iL in their vocal 
cords. If I can stay on top of it 
between my ears, I think I can 
handle the vocal pan" 

With "Even Now," Conway 
Twitty puts all his musical 
experiences together to create a 
timeless collection of perfor- 
mances.

Dan Seals records songs 
he understands, believes 



Whether one associates Dan 
Seals with the juvenile high 
spirits of "Bop" or the painfully 
mature wisdom of "Everything 
that Glitters (Is Not Cold)," one 
finds at either extreme an artist 
who minutely understands and 
passionately believes the songs 
he sings. Seals' quiet insistence 
on recording lyrics he can trust 
has paid off in the creation of 
such classics as "You Still Move 
Me," "One Friend," and 
"Addicted," all of which are on 
his string of nine consecutive 
number one hits over the past 
five years. 

Seals' new Capitol Records al- 
bum is "On Arrival." Like "Rage 
On," its 1988 predecessor, the 
latest album is a gallery of im- 
ages and stories that are rich in 
detail and insight. But this time 
around, Seals points out, there is 
switch in sound: "Our use of 
horns on the new album is a first 
for us. We had a saxophone on 
"Bop," and we've used it here and 
there. But here we have a horn 
section sound. It gives a different 
feel. I think (instrumental) music 
is more important on this album 
than it's been in the past 

"Love On Arrival," the infec- 
tiously frisky first single from 
the album, is Seals' own compo- 
sition - as is the metaphorical 
journey into self-discovery called 
"Wood." He also co-wrote two 
other selections "Bordertown" 
with long-time songwriting 
buddy Bob McDill, and 
"Lonestar" with J.D. Souther, 
who chose to work with Seals 
after hearing him sing "They 



Rage On." 

One of the brightest cuts from 
"On Arrival" is Sam Cooke's 
"Good Times," a party song 
Seals has treasured for years: 
"Sam Cooke was a hero of mine 
when I was a teenager. He was 
the first big-city entertainer that I 
ever really latched onto. Until I 
was about 10, 1 only knew Hank 
Williams and Hank Thompson 
and the other people who were on 
the radio in Texas. But when I 
moved to Dallas, I started listen- 
ing to other kinds of music, and 
Sam Cooke and Jackie Wilson 
became my heroes." 

"On Arrival" is a day-in-the- 
life kind of album in which love 
beckons, hurts, unravels, fails, 
nourishes and triumphs; in which 
humanity overcomes duty and 
adventure overrides caution; 
struggles and celebration. Con- 
tributing to these low and lofty 
themes are other prize-winning 
songwriters such as Curly Put- 
nam, Sonny Throckmorton, Rory 
Bourke and Charlie Black 

"I like songs with meaningful 
lyrics a lot more than lighter 
weight stuff," Seals concedes, 
"but I know there's a need for 
both. I know that people don't 
want to be given social comment 
all the time. It takes a combina- 
tion. And as long as the light- 
weight can come out strong, I'm 
not too worried about it." Seals 
says one of the happiest conse- 
quences of his recent "Rage On" 
album was when the title song 
was released and subsequently

Cape Henry women raise $10,000 for police 



Mounted Patrol 
receives money 
for new trailer

When the 114 members of the 
Cape Henry Woman's Club offered 
to help the city raise money for the 
Virginia Beach Police Department, 
they had no idea they had taken on 
the largest "endeavor" in the club's 
history. 

After nearly two months of 
bridge-a-lhons, the club recently 
presented Lt. James Howland of the 
Virginia Beach Mounted Patrol unit 
with a $10,000 check to boy a four- 
horse Gore aluminum trailer. 

"We had wanted to do something 
to help the city," said Phyllis 
Minette, president of the Cape 
Henry Woman's Club and a Bird- 



neck Point resident. "There were 
several options we had and we de- 
cided we wanted to do this." 

Minette said that the Virginia 
Beach Mounted Patrol has enough 
transport carriers for just eight of 
the 13 horses in the unit, and the 
Police Department could not afford 
a new trailer in its budget. 

To raise the money, the woman's 
club held a kick-off bridge party in 
late February at the Church of the 
Holy Family on Great Neck Road, 
under the direction of the club's co- 
chairs Lynne Monette and. France 
Curtis. 

"We had a bridge luncheon and 
gave the ladies who played, any 
kind of cards, a pledge sheet to get 
sponsors for up to 10 cents a hand 
and we weren't asking anyone to 
give us more than $10," said 
Minette. 

Each participant then obtained 
sponsors for each game of cards 
played at separate functions "as of- 



ten as they wanted to play." 

One group played a continuous 
bridge game everyday during the 
month of March at the Great Neck 
Recreation Center.

Fifty-five local busi- 
nesses, such as hotels, restau- 
rants, movie theaters and other 
merchants and organizations, do- 
nated prizes for a silent auction 
which raised $1,500. 

At the end of March, the Cape 
Henry Woman's Club sponsored a 
second card luncheon, where ap- 
proximately $500 was raised.

"I think it's a good honor," said 
Michael G. Brown, fire captain in 
the training division in Virginia 
Beach Department, and a Sandbr- 
idge resident. "It'sone thing we're 
always working for, although it's 
not something we completely fo- 
cus on ... We don't get a lot of 
recognition, because people as- 
sume we're part of the fire depart- 
ment, lis nice to get recognized 
every once in a while." 

The technical learn, comprised 
of a 72-rncmbcr core team and a 
4p-mcmbcr support learn, is thor- 
oughly iraincd with special equip- 
ment for emergency disasters, such 
as trench, excavation and building 
collapses. 

"They have lo mccl a variety of 
prcrcquisilcs prior to applying," 
said Chase N. Sargcni, battalion of 
fire and rescue operations for the 
Virginia Beach Fire Department. 
"They're prctly in-depth. Every- 



body has lo be minimally a fire 
fighter III; emergency medical 
technician; advanced life support 
provider, such as paramedics and 
cardiac technicians' (in addition 
to) a minimum of 80 hours of tech- 
nical rescue training."

The team members must fulfill 
thcircurrent responsibilities as fire 
fighters or emergency medicine 
providers as well as maintain up- 
to-date training for the Tidewater 
team, which meets for cighi lo 10 



hours, once every ihrcc months. 

"If you look around the depart- 
ment, these are die most motivated 
people - the real go-gclicrs in the 
department," said Sargent. 

Because the personnel arc al- 
ready under government employ- 
ment and most of the equipment is 
donated, Sargcni said "there really 
is no budget." 

The manpower costs the cities 
1.8 million; "but that's money al- 
ready spent.

Being a member o^the Tidewater Regional Technical Rescue 
Team, cvti&jft&StflS people from Virginia Beach, Chesa- 
peake, Portsmouth, Norfolk, Franklin, Norfolk Naval Ship- 
yard and Little Creek Naval Base, requires much time and 
training outside of a full-time job. 

Without warning, these people must drop what they are do- 
ing to respond to a regional disaster. What most people don't 
appreciate, is the amount of rigorous specialized training that 
these people go through, just to be qualified. 

In the event of a building collapse, for example, the rescue 
members can be on the scene in a very short time to pull people 
out of the rubble. 

If the core team is out of the area working on a rescue, and a 
second emergency occurs in the immediate area, the support 
team is ready to race into action. 

Without the rescue core and support teams, many people 
would never survive trench, excavation and building collapses. 

Their dedication often goes unnoticed until such disasters oc- 
cur. Many people don't realize that the technical team exists, 
but think it is a nafural part of every city's fire department. 

Although they answer only about 15 calls per year, the group 
is of vital importance to the Virginia Beach community. 

The next time you see people in hard hats and thick coats 
maneuvering something that looks like fire equipment, but 
they're really pulling someone out of a collapsed building's 
rubble, take a look again. It might just be a member of the 
Tidewater Regional Technical Team. — M.J.R. 



Bicycle safety 



Riding bikes in the nice weather can be a good source of fun 
and exercise, especially for kids. But when riders don't take 
care of their bicycles, and don't use hand signals or helmets, 
bike riding can be dangerous and even fatal. 

Kids may think that as long as the bicycle moves and the 
pedals rotate, their bike is in good condition. This is not 
necessarily so. 

Parents need to help their kids be safe by checking their 
children's bicycles - as well as their own. For those who don't 
quite know what to look for, many civic clubs and 
neighborhood groups coordinate with the Virginia Beach Police 
Department to sponsor bicycle safety programs. 

Bicycle tires should be fully inflated, and checked for slow 
leaks or dry rot. If the wheels are wobbly, they should be 
centered in the frame and tightened. 

Hand brakes need to work properly to ensure safe stopping. 

Children grow in spurts, so seats should be adjusted to a 
comfortable height, where toes can touch the ground, but knees 
are not under chins and armpits while riding. 

Helmets might be a bit expensive, but considering a child's 
head can hit the pavement at 18 miles per hour, they are well 
worth the investment. Elbow and knee pads can also prevent 
scrapes and gashes. 

Riding a bicycle should be fun, but it's best to do it safely.

"But Mr. Bush won't be in office 
in the year 2000.

Is grand jury 
anachnonistic?

would be available if we had ques- 
tions. He then left the room as 
grand jury proceedings are private 
and secret. 

The grand jury's traditional 
function is to determine whether 
information elicited by the prose- 
cutor is adequate to warrant the 
relurn of an indictment. Only the 
cases selected by the common- 
wealth's attorney are presented, and 
the prosecutor has broad discretion 
to proeede or terminate the process. 
A case is not presented if the 
prosecutor determines that it 
should not go forward. 

Thus, it is rare that a grand jury 
fails to bring in a true bill. The

Virginia Beach is changing - will we? 




Virginia Beach is at a turning 
point in its history. The area once 
famous for its oysters, beaches, 
duck hunting, fishing and agricul- 
tural bounty has become largely a 
community of extensive suburbs, 
major high- 
ways, sprawl- 
ing shopping 
centers and 
military in- 
stallations. 

In pointing 
out these 
kinds of 
changes, I am 
trying to place 
emphasis on 
the extent of 
change, and 
not trying to 
make a state- 
ment about 
the rate or 
quality of 
change, al- 
though both would be valid topics 
for discussion. I think it is ex- 
tremely important to focus on the 
fact that change itself has become 
one of the characteristics of 
Virginia Beach. 

The entire community should 
begin to recognize this fact, and 
should become active participants 
in helping to shape the kinds of 
changes that arc on the verge of 
becoming reality in the city in the 
near future. 

It is with this basic concept in 
mind that I think wc should begin 
to evaluate the characteristics 
which wc as citizens of the largest 
city in the Commonwealth would 
like to sec describe Virginia 
Beach's future. We have learned, 
often quite painfully, that the 



decisions in our past have not 
generated the kind of community 
which will serve either our func- 
tional needs nor best meet social, 
environmental, or esthetic needs. 



describe them or give examples of 
them here, I would rather point out 
what is often overlooked about 
these resources, and that is their 
diversity, their resilience to both 



We need to begin to look at change as part 

o f a natural proce ss in our community and 

start to learn how to make it occur in har- 

mony with all of our resources. 
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There will be some who argue 
that in our current (notice that the 
field of vision is quite narrow!) 
economic conditions, that we 
cannot afford to focus on these 
other needs; that they arc frivolous 
and rob necessary resources from 
attracting jobs and growth to our 
community. 

Quite the contrary, I believe that 
the future of Virginia Beachis intri- 
cately woven into the fabric of the 
entirely of our community - its 
citizens, its built environment, its 
natural treasures, its commitment to 
quality, and its vision to become a 
distinctive place. These types of 
qualities are our hope of climbing 
out of the current downturn and 
best assuring that we have a 
sustainable role to play into the 
next century. 

Virginia Beach has 

been blessed with magnifi- 
cent natural resources. Rather than 



natural and manmade disasters, and 
their ability to reestablish equilib- 
rium with their physical surround- 
ings, at least if not recklessly 
overloaded to the point of facing 
extinction. 

It is truly remarkable that so 
much of our resource base is still 
evidenced, if one considers the 
massive change which has occurred 
here in the past 30 years. We now 
know that much more of this 
resource would still be a viable part 
of the more urbanized areas of the 
city if we had known and practiced 
such basics as adequate erosion 
control, tree protection or replace- 
ment, better sanitary and storm 
sewer techniques and the like. 

It is important that wc learn 
from these past mistakes and not 



repeat them when future change 
once again occurs. Wc need to 
begin to look at change as part of a 
natural process in our community 
and start to learn how to make it 
occur in harmony with all of our 
resources - social, natural, eco- 
nomic, and physical - to manage 
change so that wc can steer where 
it's going, and be responsible 
citizens to ensure that change from 
our current processes is required to 
maintain a dynamic equilibrium 
with the assets we hold dear. 

The environmental community 
uses the term "stewardship" to de- 
scribe this concept, which is more 
of a process than a mangement 
technique. In the '70s, wc often 
heard the words "controlled 
growth" in Virginia Beach to 
describe the similar concept; but in 
retrospect, 1 think the term really 
missed the mark. A better choice of 
words would be "responsible 
change." What really is important, 
though, is that wc go beyond 
coming up with a catchy phrase and 
actually begin practicing it, 
whether it involves a future city 
with a downsized role for the 
military, or creatively meeting our 
fiscal crunch, or potential dcvclop-

jurors do not hear both sides of a 
case, nor do they determine the 
guilt or innocence of the accused. 
The evidence is put on by various 
police officers/detectives who 
cover the facts of the case. Their 
mere presence suggests a lack of 
objectivity in that they are defend- 
ing their own work! In any event, 
there is a one-sided presentation by 
professionals. 

Prospective defendants arc not 
entitled lo be present at the pro- 
ceedings, and no one appears to 



crossexamine witnesses on the 
defendant's behalf. Thus, those 
accused are not privy to the 
process, either in person or by 
representation. 

Although all states 



have provisions for impan- 
eling a grand jury, only about half 
use it as a regular arm of law 
enforcement. In others, the prose- 
cutor, on his own responsibilities, 
is empowered to make formal 
accusation of a\\ but the most 
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opportunity to attend good private 
schools that rich kids already have. 
"It all sounds so reasonable," Kozol 
said. But Mr. Alexander is not 
talking about subsidizing parents 
who can already afford expensive 
private schools for their children. 
Even choice among public schools 
has shown that funds arc funnelled 
away from inncrcily schools whose 
needs arc greater. Choice between 
public and private schools will rc- 
scgrcgate and divide society along 
religious and ethnic lines and 
expand the gap in educational op- 
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portunity between rich and poor. 

"This country has gotten very 
sophisticated al blaming the 
victims. It is losing its compassion 
for the disadvantaged. We seem to 
have decided that, in fact, our 
poorest children are expendable," 
Mr. Kozol stated. He mentioned 
that many communities are more 
willing to build new prisons than 
they arc lo build new schools. 
Dcpsiic the fact that schools for 
advantaged children spend roughly 
twice as much per child as do 
schools for the disadvantaged, Mr. 
Kozol said the Bush administration 
and several members of Congress 
won't budge from their position that 
"throwing money" al underfunded 
schools won't help them. 

Mr. Kozol said he is convinced 
that the root of school inequality 
lies in the property tax. "It is 
inherently unjust, it's inherently 
unequal," he stales. He continued, 
"We ought to get rid of the prop- 
erty lax as the primary source of 
funding schools. Il ought to be 
replaced wiih a steeply graduated, 
progressive income lax." 

Jonathan Kozol is certainly food 
for thought - especially in Virginia 
Beach. 
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serious crimes as required by the 
Constitution. 

The Fifth Amendment stales, 
"No person shall be held lo answer 
for a capital, or otherwise infamous 
crime, unless on a preseniment or 
indictment of a grand jury, except 
in cases arising in the land or naval 
forces, or in the Militia, when in 
actual service in time of War or 
public danger ..." Few of the 
cases presented to the grand jury in 
this jurisdiction would fall under 
thai requirement. 

The usefulness of the grand jury 
has been under scrutiny recently. In 
fact, a bill was introduced in Vir- 
ginia's General Assembly this year 
lo amend and rccnact two sections 
of the Code of Virginia relating to 
felony prosecutions; preliminary 
hearings, and grand jury. This bill 
would have done away with the 
grand jury if a preliminary hearing 
had already been held in the 
General District Court. 

This bill was strongly supported 
by the prosecutors, according to 
Robert Humphreys, the city's com- 
monwealth's attorney, who believes 
such legislation would help speed 
up trials. However, the bill was 
vigorously opposed by defense 
attorneys and it was defeated. After 
all, defense attorneys prefer 
delaying trials since witnesses 
become unavailable, their memo- 
ries fade, or ihey die before the 
case is heard. 

Though honored by long usage, 
it is arguable thai a grand jury on 
the slate level is an anachronism, 
which is costly in money, time and 
effort. Perhaps the lime has come 
for further evaluation: 

Even on the federal level, grand 
juries have become the subject of 
debate. A recent editorial in The 
Virginian-Pibt asserted that the 
Supreme Court had overreached in 
a case in which evidence favorable 
to the defendant had been withheld 
from a federal grand jury. The 
editor concluded, "A grand jury's 
duly indeed goes beyond deciding 
probable cause; that duty also 
includes protecting private ciuzens 
from an overreaching prosecutor."

"When our EOC hits the tone, all 
the pagers go off at the same time," 
Sargent explained. At that point, 
the crew assigned to the equipment 
in Virginia Beach would meet the 
team membcrsfrom Virginia Beach 
and other cities in Franklin. 

Sargent said that in order for the 
regional team lo work, each city 
docs its part. 

"Chesapeake basically provides 
trained manpower, and Norfolk 
provides the trained manpowerplus 
their paramedics supply a lot of the 
coordinators for medics and doc- 
tors, and have provided some sig- 
n i ficanl suppl ies for the team ," said 
Sargent 

"Portsmouth provides trained 
manpower, and all of the cilies pro- 
vide officers at meetings to the 
group so we can serve the entire 
Hampton Roads area adequately," 
he said.

Borrow pit near Indian River Road approved; but new policy requested 

"Continuing saga" 
around pits and 
Pungo continues

The city needs some kind of pol- 
icy on borrow pits, according to 
Councilwoman Rcba McClanan, 
who suggested that the city estab- 
lish a committee to address the is- 
sue. 

For the last two years, she said, 
council has faced "a continuing 
saga" of borrow pits in the Pungo 
Ridge area and has denied use per- 
mit applications for the operations. 

She said that she agreed with 
Bernard Walker, who owns property 
across Indian River Road from the 
most recent borrow pit applicant, 
who said he wanicq to know what 
the city was going to do in the area 
of the city. His property next to 
Indian River Plantation, which has 
been zoned for rcsidcnlial construc- 
tion and a golf course. 

McClanan asked whether the city 
was going to allow large residential 
lots or turn the area into borrow 
pits. The quality of the sand along 
Pungo Ridge makes it especially 
suitable for construction. 

Council agreed to have the Plan- 
ning Commission look into the 
problem, but in the meantime ap- 
proved the application of CRW, 
Inc. for a use permit for a borrow 
pit on the south side of Indian 
River Road, west or West Nrck 
Road. McClanan, Mayor Mcycra 
Obcrndorf and Councilman Louis 
R. Jones dissented. Councilwoman 
Nancy Parker abstained. 

"We've taken away all of the life 



of the properly. If you're not al- 
lowed to have a borrow pit in a ru- 
ral part (of the city) where arc you 
going to have them?" asked Coun- 
cilman John Baum. 

Of borrow pits, McClanan said 
that, "we've had good ones and bad 
ones." Whatever the conditions 
placed on the permit, she said, 
doesn't seem to matter. 

The applicant, Lucy Wade, she 
said, "has charmed all you men," 
but, she noted, some of the people 
in opposition to the pit have not 
been before council in the 12 years 
she's been on council. McClanan 
would have deferred the applicant 
until a committee working with the 
city decided "what we want to do 
about borrow pits." Otherwise, she 
said the next lime a borrow pit ap- 
plication comes up, council will be 
in the same position. 

Councilman Paul J. Lantcigne 
said thai he did not sec the residents 
as totally opposed to the applica- 
tion, but more interested in safe- 
guards. 

Neighbors opposing the applica- 
tion were concerned about the effect 
the borrow pit would have on their 
wells, about the truck traffic the pit 
would generate, and the dangers it 
would pose for children as an 
attractive nuisance. 

The pit would occupy 
17 acres of the 35-acre site. 

Wade said she and her husband plan 
eventually to build their home on 
the site and establish a wildlife 
habitat there. 

Among the conditions placed on 
the permit, truck traffic will be 
limited to 30 trips a day. Wade will 
take out a S20,(XX) surely to pay lor 
replacement of wells that arc dam- 
aged by the operations, anil hours ol 



operation will be restricted to 7 
a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday through 
Friday and 7 a.m. to 1 p.m. on 
Saturdays. 

Under the city's borrow pit regu- 
lations. Wade is responsible for 
continuous water service for private 
wells within 1,000 feet of the 
property and under a condition, 
Wade will also extend the same 
provision to wells within 1,000 to 
5,(XX) feet of (he operations - if the 
pit is proven to be the cause of the 
problem. 

Mike Gardner, an attorney with 
Clark and Slant and representing 
several nearby residents, said that 
the pit will impact the residences. 
He said that no one knows what 
impact the pit will have on the wa- 
ter supply or how much water will 
be pumped out of the pit. He said 
that the borrow pii will risk the 
supply of well water on which the 
people in the area have to depend, 
and that salt water will move into 
the aquifer. 

He said that four borrow pits in 
the area have not affected the water 
supply, but a fifth may make the 
difference. 

Also, he said, the drainage from 
the borrow pit might impact the 
septic systems of the residences and 
pollute the North Landing River. 

The borrow pit is 

Small compared to others in the 
area. 

Harry Jennings, representing the 
Rock Church which owns 840 acres 
nearby, expressed concerns that the 
water from the borrow pit will be 
discharged across the Rock Church 
property to the canal. 

Sanlord Stuchell has 2.9 acres of 
land which, he said, arc surrounded 
by the Wade property. I le also said 



that Meredith Rulter, father of 
Wade, cut timber off the Stuchell 
property. 

If the applicant is concerned 
about the neighborhood, he asked, 
why were Ihc trees cut down? The 
trees would have created a natural 
buffer whereas, now, the applicant 
plans to build a bcrm.

New road is open connecting 
General Booth to London Bridge 



A new section of Dam Neck 
Road from General Booth Boulevard 
to London Bridge Road is now open 
to traffic. A second segment from 
London Bridge Road to Holland 
Road is scheduled to open in July. 

Ground was broken for Dam 
Neck Road Phase I on Jan. 15, 
1990. The project is for the con- 
struction of a four-lane divided road 
from General Booth Boulevard to 
Holland Road, including a bikepath. 

Construction cost for the entire 
project, which includes engineering 
cost, site acquisition, construction, 
utility adjustments, landscaping, 
street lights and signals is 
$18,413,000. The project is 4.5 
miles in length. It is designed to 



carry 40,000 vehicles per day by the 
year 2010, with an estimated 
15,000 vehicles per day traffic vol- 
ume at opening. 

When the section from London 
Bridge Road to Holland Road opens 
this summer. Dam Neck Road will 
provide an alternate route for traffic 
currently using London Bridge 
Road, Shipps Corner Road and 
General Booth Boulevard. It will 
function as a key artery in the 
southern section of the city and will 
alleviate traffic delays in the area. 

Dam Neck Road also provides 
access to Corporate Landing, the 
city's multi-faceted business park 
encompassing approximately 372 
acres.

Chesapeake Bay Discovery Lab, a 
new exhibit at the Virginia Marine 
Science Museum, has been selected 
as a winner in an exhibit competi- 
tion sponsored by the American 
Association of Museums. 

The marine science museum was 
the first in the association's south- 
eastern region to win an exhibit 
award. 

It was the winner among all en- 
tries in the category for exhibits 
costing S50.000 or less. 

In all, 47 museums from the 
U.S. and Canada were in contention 
for honors in the association's re- 
cently held Fourth Annual Curator's 
Committee Exhibit Competition. 

Discovery Lab, which will run 
4hrough October in the museum's 



Changing Exhibits Gallery, was 
honored for its hands-on activities, 
its design and its economical con- 
struction, according to Samuel 
Taylor, director of exhibits at the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory in New York. 

"It looked like a lot of product for 
the money that was spent," Taylor, 
one of the judges, said. 

Discovery Lab's budget was 
525,000. Among the exhibit fea- 
tures is an aquarium where visitors 
can examine live creatures, such as 
clams and scallops, under floating 
magnifying lenses and a special 
bottom viewing tank equipped with 
a mirror to reveal the underside of a 
flounder and sea star. Visitors also 
can play games, such as Chesa- 
peake Challenge, that test their 
knowledge of the Chesapeake Bay.

Mayor proclaims Apheresis Awareness Month 

Virginia Beach Mayor Meyera Oberndorf recently issued the following proclamation: Whereas: 
apheresis is a special type of blood donation that benefits cancer, leukemia and possible bone 
marrow transplant patients; Whereas: unlike the donor who gives whole blood, an apheresis 
donor gives only needed parts on blood, such as plasma, white cells, or platelets and the 
remaining parts, including red blood cells or platelets needed for transfusion; Whereas: 
dozens of whole blood donations would be needed to help one patient in need of white cells or 
platelets; however, in apheresis, a single donor is used to obtain the white cells or platelets 
needed for transfusion; Whereas: becoming an apheresis donor is similar to giving whole 
blood, except that the donor can give more frequently because the body quickly replaces the 
components drawn, normally within twenty-four hours, as compared to 56 days to replenish 
a pint of whole blood; Whereas: since the possibility of exactly matching a donor's and 
.recipient's platelets or white cells is approximately 1 in 10,000, a large available pool of 
apheresis donors is needed; and, Whereas: many people are not aware of this type of donation. 
Now, therefore, I Meyera E. Oberndorf, mayor of the city of Virginia Beach, Virginia, do 
hereby proclaim; May, 1991 as Apheresis Awareness Month and urge all citizens to become 
better informed about the apheresis process by contacting the American Red Cross, Apheresis 
Unit, and to consider becoming an apheresis donor.

Her granddaughter enjoys riding 
horses so much, that she will lease 
Sadie, a Rivcrercst Farms horse, 
over the summer. 

"When they lake lessons, it's put 
your heels down and heads up," said 
Browning. "It's not just playing all 
the time, it's a lot of work. She 
looks forward to il and I'm sure 
she'll be continuing it for awhile."

New Catholic high school to open by fall of 1993 



New school will be located on 
Princess Anne Road on 15 acres

Hundreds of people recently celebrated the beginning of construction 
on the first new Catholic high school lo be built in the Diocese of 
Richmond (southern Virginia) in 40 years. 

The diocese and Norfolk Catholic High School have broken ground 
for a new regional high school in Virginia Beach. The last Catholic 
high school built in southern Virginia was Norfolk Catholic's current 
building, which opened in 1950. 

The Most Reverend Waller F. Sullivan and Norfolk Catholic High 
School officials and faculty joined with business and community leaders 
from Norfolk, Virginia Beach, Chesapeake and Portsmouth to break 
ground on the new site. Norfolk Catholic's 350 Students participated in 
the groundbreaking ceremony, carrying banners that represent the vari- 
ous academic and extracurricular programs offered at the high school. 

The new Catholic high school will be situated on a 15-acrc site 
which was a SI. 5 million gift from the Diocese of Richmond. The 
property lies on Princess Anne Road, approximately one-half mile 



south of Baxter Road, ll will be more centrally located to the Catholic 
populace of South Hampion Roads, and therefore more accessible to a 
greater number of Catholic families. 

Construction of the three-phase project is 

scheduled to lake place over a period of 10 to 15 years. Plans for phase I 
include classrooms for 450 students, library, chapel, laboratories, gym- 
nasium, calciorium, and athletic fields. Plans for ihc lasi two phases of 
construction would allow the school to accommodate as many as 650 
students. 

The fund-raising goal is scheduled to be complclcd in lime for the 
1993 fall semester. Until then, classes will be held at the school's cur- 
rcnl site, which was purchased from the diocese in 1990 by DePaul 
Medical Center. 

The architects for the new building arc Williams, Tazewell and 
Associates. Hoy Construction, Inc., is the general contractor for ihc 
project, and The Spectra Group, Inc., is the civil engineer. 

According to the National Catholic Education Association in Wash- 
ingion, the new school in Virginia Beach is only the second secondary 
Catholic school to o|>cn on the eastern seaboard since 1989-90. It is 
only the sevcnih such institution in the United Slates in the same lime 
Iramc.

The doors of equal educational 
opportunity are closing. We're in 
danger of returning to the days when 
college was for 
the privileged 
few. 

Last year, for 
the first time in 
over three dec- 
ades, state gov- 
ernments spent 
less money on 
their colleges 
and universi- 
ties than they 
had the year 
before. And at 
least 28 states 
will cut their 
funding of 
higher educa- 
tion during the 
current fiscal 
year. 

■ What hap- 

pens when college and university 
budgets arc cut? Faculty positions 
and courses arc eliminated. Students 
cannot get into thecourscs they need, 
so they take longer to graduate. Sup- 
plies and equipment are not pur- 
chased. Student enrollment is lim- 
ited. Tuition is raised. 

We're beginning to hear the kind 
of stories from colleges and universi- 
ties that used to be told only of ele- 
mentary and secondary schools - of 
chemistry labs without chemicals, 
art classes without paint, and librar- 
ies that cancel journal subscriptions. 
Higher education has met the re- 
cession. State governments - caught 
in a three-way squeeze of recession- 
reduced revenues, recession-in- 
creased social demands, and vastly 
diminished federal aid - arc culling 
back on higher education, an area of 
substantial discretionary spending. 
Local governments are doing the 
same. 

Reducing higher education spend- 
ing may lighten the red ink. But it's a 
short-sighted strategy. At precisely 
the time our economy needs a well 
education workforce, the budget cuts 
threaten the quality of America's 
colleges and universities and deny 
access to many qualified low-income 
students. Those affected arc dispro- 
portionately minority. 

Middle-income families arc also 
increasingly hard-pressed to meet 

spiralingcollcgccosts. Tuitions have 
risen 135 percent since 1980. With 
the average cost of attending a public 
college S7.500 a year - and a private 
college over S 1 6,000 - most students 
arc dependent on financial aid. 

But more and more student finan- 
cial aid is in the form of loans, not 
grants. In the mid-1970s, 76 percent

of federal student aid was grants. By 
1987 that percentage had dropped to 
29. 

Skyrocketing tuitions, stagnating 
family incomes, and the declining 
availability of grants cause many 
students to give up on college. Those 
who graduate, particularly low-in- 
come students, emerge over- 
whelmed by debt. 

The higher education bill passed 
by the U.S. Senate last month would 
help ease the financial burden for 
low- and middle-income students. 
The bill would significantly increase 
both the number of students served 
and the amount of money they can 
receive in financial aid. It would also 
begin to restore the grant/loan bal- 
ance 1 in favor of grants. 

Among the bill's provisions arc an 
increase in the inaximum amount of 
Pell Grants (the major federal student 
grant program) to 53,600 a year and 
a rise in the maximum family income 
for eligibility to $42,000. But to cn- 
sureoverwhclming passage (the vote 
was 93 to 1 ), the senators dropped a 
provision making Pell Grants an 
entitlement - ensuring that the funds 
authorized by Congress arc actually 
appropriated. 

We're hopeful this critical provi- 
sion will remain in the House version 
of the bill and be enacted into law. 
Pell Grants have been fully funded in 
just three of the 19 years of their 
existence. Only making the grant an 
entitlement can bring stability and i 
predictability to a program relied on 
by 4,000,000 students. 

Improving student financial aid 
makes economic sense. For every 
dollar they gel in aid, students return 
S4.30 to the federal government in 
tagxes.

External defibrillators for EMS 




With the recent addition of new 
technology to its first respondcr 
network, the cily of Virginia Beach 
Department of Emergency Medical 
Services has instituted a new life- 
saving program. 

As most of 
us have seen 
on television 
or in the mov- 
ies, cardiac 
arrest patients 
arc revived 
when trained 
personnel ap- 
ply an electric 
shock (defi- 
brillation) to 
restart their 
hearts. 
Studies 
conducted by 
Ihc American 
Heart Asso- 
ciation dem- 
onstrate that 
early electrical defibrillation 
increases the chances for survival 
of cardiac arrest patients. Research 
and technological advances have 
enabled the medical equipment 
industry to produce a very quick, 
reliable and effective automatic ex- 
ternal defibrillator (AED). 

What is unique about these de- 
vices is that once they arc properly 
applied to the cardiac arrest patient, 
they analyze the heart rhythm and, 
in the case of cardiac arrest, deliver 
the appropriate electrical shock.

new device is the decreased 
training time required for person- 
nel. This enables a large number of 
personnel to be trained in the 
automatic defibrillator's use. 

All Virginia Beach Emergency 
Medical Technicians have been 
trained to use the device. The 
availability of early defibrillation 
serves as an immediate life-saving 
procedure prior to the arrival of the 
cardiac technicians and paramedics. 
These advanced life support 
providers use manual defibrillators, 
medications and advanced airway 
techniques to continue treatment 
and stabilize patients after initial 
treatment with AED. AEDs sup- 
plement these procedures, which 
have been standard on ambulances 
since the beginning of the emer- 
gency Coronary Care program in 
1973. 

Through a collaborative effort 
between Mr. Bruce W. Edwards, 
director of the Department of 
Emergency Medical Services, and 
Harry E. Diczcl, chief ol the Fire 
Department, these highly sophisti- 
cated devices have been placed on 
every first respondcr fire engine, in 



addition to the rescue squad ambu- 
lances. The AED program has 
promoted the continued coopera- 
tion between the city's Department 
of Emergency Medical Services 
and the Fire Department. 

It is conceivable and highly prob- 
able that within the near future 



these automatic external defibrilla- 
tors will be available in public ar- 
eas, such as shopping centers, in- 
dustrial warehouses and restaurants 
in much the same way wc sec fire 
extinguishers. Training for the 
general public in use of the AEDs 
will be similar to the training now 
provided for CPR. When this hap- 
pens, wc will have medical tech- 
nology and the progressive vision 
of emergency medical services to 
thank.

then explained the origin of the term
